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ARGENTINA JOINS 
IN STATE OF WAR 
AGAINST THE AXIS 


Declaration Follows 
Study of What to Do 
to Rejoin American 
‘Family of Nations. 


BUENOS AIRES, March 27 
(AP).—Argentina today declared a 
state of war with the Axis, 

Presidential Secretary Col. Greg- 
orio Taube announced to news- 
papermen that the cabinet had 
adopted a decision which involved 
the “grave decision of declaring a 


state of war with the Axis na- 
tions.” 

The announcement followed a 
cabinet session of nearly two 
hours at which the_ finishing 
touches were put to a weeks-long 
deliberation to determine what 
Argentina could do to satisfy the 
requirements of the Mexico City 
inter-American conference invita- 
tion to rejoin the American fam- 
ily of nations. 

Taube said the decisions would 
bring Argentina into “effective 
union with the American nations” 
and that a communique would be 
issued later. 

Some repotrs said Argentina 
probably would move promptly to 
re-establish relations with Soviet 
Russia in event the cabinet’s de- 
cision wins for Argentina recog- 
nition and «admission into the 
United Nations. 

There has been some speculation 
that Argentina would not be able 
to attend the San Francisco world 
security conference even though 
it declared war on the Axis un- 
less it first re-established friendly 
relations with Moscow.

Striking From Dozen 
Directions — Armies 
Race to Reach Nazi’ 
Capital First.

ON THE ROAD TO BERLIN, 
March 27 (AP).—This is the great- 
est armored joyride in history— 
and Adolf Hitler literally paved 


The great single and double lane 
highways he built in peace to 
shuttle his armies oyt from the 
heart of Germany to attack 
neighboring countries are proving 
his undoing. 

They are smooth concrete ave- 
nues to Berlin and other great Ger- 
man cities over which the mighti- 
est masses of armor ever assem- 
bled in the West are rolling at 
true blitzkrieg pace in a dozen 
columns, coming from so many 
directions the Germans are 
powerless to scrape together 
enough troops to halt them all. 

The Berlin derby is on. At least 
five Allied armies have a chance 
of being the first into the German 
capital—if the Russians don’t com- 
plete the job first. 

Chaos in Some Sectors. 

The Nazi military machine has 
gone to pieces on its own home 
grounds. It is in chaos in many 
sectors. Tanks of Lt. Gen. Court- 
ney Hodges’ United States First 
Army and Lt. Gen. Patton’s Third 
Army have yet to crack up against 
a really strong line—and there is 
none yet in sight. 

Hodges has thrown into the 
grinding combat the largest tank 
task forces ever used by any 
American army on one battlefront 
—forces which make El Alamein 
look like a sandloot maneuver. 
And other attacking Allied armies 
have armored strength almost as 
powerful. 

To ride in a halftrack or light 
tank spearing through obscure 
flaming German villages is one of 
the greatest thrills of war—be- 
cause at the end of this long, hot, 
dusty, uncomfortable trek lies 
victory. When the First Army 
attack opened before dawn Sun- 
day, veteran tankmen were cau- 
tiously hopeful. They weren't sure 
just what kind of antitank de- 
fenses were ahead. Now that the 
march is under way at full speed, 
they are exuberantly confident.

WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—A White House disclosure that 
President Roosevelt wants his 
cabinet officers and American 
diplomats abroad to stick to their 
own jobs during the San Franh- 
cisco conference next month to- 
day started a torrent of rumors 
about immediate victory in Eu- 
rope, 

So far as the White House was 
concerned, they were only rumors. 

Newspaper offices throughout 
the nation were flooded with tele- 
phone calls quoting a Blue Net- 
work broadcast that an announce- 
ment of victory in Europe was ex- 
pected momentarily. 

The Blue Network said that Gil 
Martyn, broadcasting from Los 
Angeles, had said “electrifying | 
news” had come that the Presi-| 
dent and his cabinet “are prepar- 
ing for word of. victory.” A short 


time after the Martyn broadcast, | 


the Blue Network broadcast from 
New York an announcement that | 
a “routine announcement” from 
the White House “was misinter- 
preted ag a hint that big news 
was forthcoming from Europe.” 

It all began when Jonathan 
Daniels, presidential press secre- 
tary, was asked whether he looked 
for a very large outpouring from 
Washington to the world security 
conference starting April 25. 

“No, very definitely we don’t,” 
Daniels said. “The President has 
sent a message to the Secretary 
of State and members of the.

PARIS, March 27 (AP).— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
declared today that the Ger- 
man defense line in the west 
had been broken by one of the 
war's greatest victories, but 
warned that stern fighting 
‘still lay ahead. 

Great as was the Rhineland 
victory, which left the Ger- 
mans ‘‘a whipped army,’’ the 
supreme commander told cor- 
respondents there was no 
reason to believe the enemy, 
was on the point of surrender. 

“I am not writing off this war,” 
he said, “No one knows what the 
German will do in his own coun- 
try and he is trying hard.” 

“The German as a military force 
on the Western Front is a 
whipped army,” Eisenhower said, 
“but that does not mean a front 
cannot be formed somewhere 
where our maintenance is 
stretched to the limit.” 

On Unconditional Surrender. 

In response to a question of the 
possibility of peace negotiations, 
the General said: 

“My honest opinion ig that 


there will be no negotiated un- 
conditiona] surrender. There will 
be an imposed unconditional sur- 
render. 

“Between the Allies in the west 


and Russia, we will take over 
Germany. Whether the Germans 
know it or not, we will know it 
ig unconditional surrender.”

‘Fighting Midget’ 


Dies in Action; 


Once Killed or Captured 108 Nazis

IN GERMANY, March (De- 
layed) (AP).—The Western Front’s 
three-gun indestructible midget is 
dead. He died as he sometimes 
expressed the hope he would—by 
a direct hit from an 88, 

He was Maj. James V. Johnston, 
28-year-old §-foot, 5-inch fighting 
man from Portland, Ore., who in 
a few short weeks had become a 
legend with the Eighty-fourth In- 
fantry Division. 

In one attack alone, he killed 20 
Germans and captured 88. He was 
in the forefront of every fight the 
division had. 

His only decoration was a Bronze 
Star, which he threw away when 
he heard it had been given to 
officers who never had been in 
combat. 

Johnston carried a 45 on his 
hip. On his shoulder he carried 
a German P-3g pistol. In his hand 


he carried a Springfield rifle, He 


sub-machinegun and a 
in his jeep. 


kept a 
sawed-off shotgun 
He used them all. 

On one occasion he climbed into 
a tank in the midst of a battle 
and fired its 75-mm. gun, 

Even with all his shooting irons, 
Johnston weighed only 127 pounds. 

When his company fell into a 
trap near 
the division’s first action, John- 
ston brought them out by crawl- 
ing 1200 yards under sniper and 
heavy machine-gun fire to get 
help.

Official information on _ the 
progress of the Third Army was 
limited, but Blue Network Corre- 
spondent Herbert Clark said in a 
broadcast that Allied fighter pilots 
had reported seeing a tank spear- 
head of Lt. Gen. George S. Pat- 
ton’s army at a point 10 miles 
beyond Wuerzburg and 70 miles 
southeast of Fraikfurt-on-Main. 
This spearhead was said to be 
menacing a group of five German 
bases for jet-propelled fighter 
pianes, about 50 miles from 
Nuernberg. 

A Berlin broadcast said an 
American unit had speared to the 
area of Lohr, 19 miles east of 
Aschaffenburg and 40 miles east 
of Frankfurt. Lohr is 225 miles 
from Berlin and 159 miles inside 
Germany. 

The German controlled Scandi- 
navian Telegraph Bureau said 
that the Third Army was advanc- 
ing not only on Wuerzburg, but 
also on Fulda, 60 miles northeast 
of Frankfurt on a road to Berlin, 
and declared these deep thrusts 
were threatening to cut a main 
highway between Hannover and 
Stuttgart and “crack the whole 
west front into two parts.” The 
British Broadcasting Corporation 
gaid it heard a broadcast last

ing that American 
within 10 miles of Fulda. 

Stockholm reports quoted mili- 
tary commentators in Berlin as 
saying that the situation was crit- 
jcal and admitting that the west 
front was in danger of being cut 
in the middie. “Developments in 
this sector are awaited with such 
anxious interest that Montgom- 
ery’s operations on the Lower 
Rhine fade into the background,” 
they declared. 

The German commentator, Capt. 
Ludwig Sertorious, said of Patton: | 

“This breakthrough specialist, 
remaining faithful to his practice 
of ruthlessly keeping his advances 
fluid, is fanning out time and 
again with assault spearheads. He 
is trying to open a drive for the 
Wetterau and Kinzig valleys. A 
third tank wedge is advancing 
from Aschaffenburg toward 
Wuerzburg and has gained consid- 
erable ground.” 

Chaos was apparent in German 
retreats in some sectors and even 
in the enemy's radio cries. The 
Berlin radio told cut-off troops 
and officials to “report immedi- 
ately to their respective authori- 
ties and take up again duties in 
defense of the fatherland.” 

Seven Allied armies are now 
fighting beyond the Rhine. The 
Seventh Army crossed the river 
in assault boats, ferries and am- 
phibious vehicles yesterday north 
of Mannheim and in the first few 
hours won a lodgement 19 miles 
long and four deep. 

The First Army caged 4782 Ger- 
mans and was estimated to have 
from 8000 to 10,000 more stream- 
ing to the rear without guards. 
Field Marshal Kesselring’s armies 
appeared to be collapsing. 

First Army Advances, 

Everywhere on the American 
First Army front except the left 
flank along the Sieg River, Ger- 
man resistance split at the seams. 
The first Infantry Division beat 
down a company counterattack 
at Ejitorf, 10 miles east of Sieg- 
burg, and advanced four miles. 

Scores of villages were taken, 
penetrated or by-passed by the 
rampaging First Army. 

Big Stores of Booty. 

Huge stores of military booty 
were captured in the ancient ca- 
thedral town of Limburg. Nearby 
Obertiefenback and Hasselbach 
were taken. 

Censorship permitted disclosure 
that it was the Ninth Armored 
Division which captured Limburg. 
The Ninth was the outfit that 
seized the Remagen bridge and 
gave the First Army its bridge- 
head across the Rhine. 
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Expanding their holdings (shaded) in Germany, Allied forces 
have scored general advances (solid arrows) on the Western 


Front. 


The American First Army, plunging through Weil- 


burg, almost to Wetzlar, was 54 miles beyond the Rhine, which 
also was crossed to the south by another Yank Army—the 
Seventh—north of Mannheim, where it secured a firm bridge- 
head. The fast-traveling Third Army, fighting in Frankfurt, 
had, by unofficial report, pushed past Wuerzburg and was said 
to be approaching Fulda (dotted arrows).

Seventh Army Crossing. 

Supreme Headquarters said the 
new Rhine bridgehead won by the 
Seventh Army early Monday was 
being broadened steadily, The 
Germans reported new Rhine 
crossings by the Third Army near 
Kaub, 22 miles south of Coblenz, 
and near Goarshausen. 

Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch's 
Seventh Army had strong forces 
across the Rhine, completing an 
Allied showdown challenge east 
of the river from Holland to the 
Black Forest, 

Perhaps never has the enemy’s 
growing military weakness been 
underscored s0 heavily as _ by 
Patch’s men in their feat of ob- 
literating 60 mileg of the Siegfried 
Line and penetrating the great 
water barrier within a week and 
without a major battle. 

An announcement referred to 
the operation as “a bold and suc- 
cessful river crossing into the 
heart of Germany” and said that 
the jump-off was without the 
usual close air and artillery 
preparation. 

The Seventh Army crossing was 
made by troops of Maj. Gen. Wade 
H, Haislip’s Fifteenth Corps. 

Six towns were captured, four 
others were partly occupied. They 
were in the area north of Mann- 
heim, a city of 283,000 population 
across the Rhine from captured 
Ludwigshafen, to a point 10 miles 
northeast of Worms—within 10 
miles of the Third Army bridge- 
head, 

The Seventh was making what 
headquarters called “excellent 
progress” in its Rhine bridgehead 
and was reported well ahead of 
schedule. 

“Almost complete tactical sur- 
prise’ was achieved, headquarters 
said. A heavy Rhine fog helped. 

The Seventh Army is officially 
estimated to have taken 35,000 
prisoners since its breakthrough 
in the Saarland and Palatinate 12 
days ago. This raised ity total 
since activation to more than 
133,000. 

Only the French Firat and new 
United States Fifteenth Army 
have not yet been reported across 
the Rhine. 

Battles in Ruhr, 

Allied airborne troops north of 
the Ruhr between the British Sec- 
ond and American Ninth Armies 
captured another 3000 prisoners. 

A security veil around the Brit- 
ish Second Army’s movements hid 
the exact extent of its break- 
through on the east flank of the 
Ruhr bridgehead. The German 
front on the north flank, where 
the most fanatical resistance on 
the entire east-Rhine front has 
oo met, appeared to be collaps- 
ng. , 

There were indications that the 
enemy might be pulling out his 
parachute troops who had been 
contesting with Highlanders and 
Canadians for every foot of shell- 
torn ground. 

Low clouds hung over the front, 
curtailing aerial operations. Some 
scattered showers fell. 

American and British forces 


were sweeping eastward through 
the ruined factories of the Ruhr 
and on the north German plain 
leading to Berlin. 

Essen, greatest city of the Ruhr, 
was outflanked and threatened 
frontally as well by Ninth Army 
forces at Sterkade, seven miles 
northwestward. Americans were 
in the suburbs of Duisburg, a 
Rhine port of 431,000 population. 
The whole Ruhr valley and its 
factories which nurtured the col- 
lapsing Wehrmacht was partly 
outflanked on the north by a 
British advance of 15 miles or 
more on the Westphalian plains. 


Ninth Army Sector, 


Lt. Gen, William H. (Texas 
Bill) Simpson's Ninth Army asatrik- 
ing through the difficult built-up 
section of the Ruhr-—almost a con- 
tinuous city of 5,000,000—drove 
four miles beyond the Duesse!l- 
dorf-Arnhem superhighway and 
reached the Lippe River at Gah- 
len, 13 miles east of the Rhine, 

At last reports, far behind ac- 
tual developments, the Ninth 
Army was within 32 miles of the 
major traffic center of Muenster 
(143,748); 12 of 
(313,000); 23 of Dortmund (537,- 
000); two of Oberhausen (191,305) 
and five of Mulheim (136,805). Es- 
sen is a city of 660,000 and home 
of the bomb-pocked Krupp works. 

The ‘Ninth had taken 4500 pris- 
oners since crossing the Rhine. 

An American airborne division 
linked up with Ninth Army troops 
along the Lippe River and moved 
three miles closer to Berlin. 

One long-range Ninth Army gun 
scored a direct hit on a German 
railroad gun in the Osterfeld rail 
yards eight miles ahead. No Ger- 
man counterattack worthy of the 
name has yet' developed on the 
Ninth Army front. 

Resistance Collapsing. 

“The whole of German resist- 
ance against the British Second 
Army between Wesel and Rees 
was collapsing today and the Brit- 
ish were sweeping on,” Associat- 
ed Press correspondent Ned Nord- 
ness reported from the Second 
Army front. “There apparently is 
little to halt the army from mo- 
toring through Germany.” 

At least three corps were pow~ 
ering the British attack, swelled 
by massed traffic moving across 
at least eight light bridges over 
the Rhine on the Second Army 
front alone. 

Sector South of Ruhr. 

Progress of the First Army east 
of Bonn and below the RKuhrs 
southern limits was swift and 
largely censored to keep the Ger- 
mans confused. Even the size of 
Gen. Hodges’ striking force was 
obscure, 

The heaviest fighting on the 
First Army front was at a point 
a few miles south of the Sieg 
River. In a seven-mile push, one 
armored column had to beat a 
flaming path through enemy mor- 
tars, machine-gun nests, antitank 
guns, bazookas, rifle and grenade, 
rocket and artillery fire. 


BOMBING ERROR BY BRITISH 
KILLED 800 DUTCH CIVILIANS 


LONDON, March 27 (AP).— 
Royal Netherlands Government 
officials said today they had re- 
ceived from the British Govern- 
ment an apology for the acciden- 
tal bombing of The Hague March 
8, which Dutch spokesmen said 
had killed 800 civilians and left "a 
great number homeless.” 

The British apology called the 
bombing “a deplorable catastro- 
phe,” a Dutch official said. “The 
Netherlands Government is satis- 
fied with the British apology.” 

The incident occurred during a 
sweep against German rocket- 
launching sites. The British said 
preliminary inquiry showed the 
bombs “unfortunately” fell wide of 
their mark and hit a residential 
section, Flyers of the British Sec- 
ond Tactical Air Force are being 
questioned further to fix responsi-

LONDON, March 27 (AP).— 
Prime Minister Churchill in the 
House of Commons today side- 
stepped a direct answer to a ques- 
tion whether Germany had sought 
peace “during recent months” and 
turned thumbs down on a demand 
for assurance that Parliament 
would be notified when and if 
such a moment arrives. 


Laborite Rhys Davies formally 
inquired whether “in view of the 
importance of bringing the war to 
an early close, do you think it 
fair that this Parliament should 
not be told if and when the Ger- 
mans are proposing to lay down 
their arms, and the conditions 
under which they would be pre- 
pared to lay them down? 

“Has the German Government 
made any proposals to lay down 
their arms, and what are the con- 
ditions?” 

Churchill replied that “such mat- 
ters, if they arose at any time, 
would first of all enter immediate- 
ly into the province of inter- 
Allied discussion. We should not 
be entitled to disclose any mat- 
ters of that kind except purely 
military surrender at the front. 

“On anything which touches 
peace negotiations and so on, we 
should immediately communicate 
with our Russian and American 
allies and the House would have 
to walt necessarily until these dis- 
cussions had taken place. They 
all lie in the power of the crown 
which is vested in the executive.”

No Straight Run Ahead, 

He warned against expecting a 
straight Allied run to Berlin. 

The Rhineland campaign has 
gone faster and at less cost than 
expected, he disclosed. 

Smiling and confident, he told 
correspondents at his headquar- 
ters that the day would come 
when he could say to them that 
all organized resistance on the 
Western Front had been broken, 
but he declined to forecast when 
that would be, 

He announced the Allies had 
taken 250,000 prisoners on the 
Western Front since March 1. 

Eisenhower told correspondents 
that he didn’t know where some 
of his forces were because he had 
been away from headquarters for 
three or four hours, 

Where Nazis Made Mistake, 

He said the German decision to 
stand before the Rhine in face of 
overwhelming Allied attacks in- 
stead of retiring across the river 
has resulted in the effective de- 
struction of German military pow- 
er in the west, and was the great- 
est error since the German de- 
cision to stand and fight after 
Allied armies broke out of the 
Normandy beachhead. 

The General remarked that the 
Nazi mentality apparently dictated 
a decision to stand and fight ev- 
erywhere, and he said he expect- 
ed this formula to be continued 

After reaching the Siegfried line 
last autumn, the Allies had two 
choices, Eisenhower’ continued. 
One was to attempt to break 
through the West Wall and cross 
the Rhine at a given point by 
massing concentrated power. The 
other was to defeat the German 
Army west of the Rhine. 

There was considerable differ- 
ence of opinion as to which was 
the better plan, the Supreme Com- 
mander said, but he and many 
others favored the latter on the 
ground that with any sizable Ger- 
man force left west of the Rhine, 
there was always the danger of 
disastrous counterattack.

They must have swept through 
some towns so fast the household- 
ers hadn’t time to put up white 
flags of surrender and the sur- 
prised Nazi garrisons were caught 
outside their positions, their guns 
unmanned, After a few minutes 
shelling they give up readily and 
infantry units then move in to 
clean out snipers. 

No attempt is being made to 
save Nazi real estate, Whenever 
the tankmen suspect a building or 
home may house a German strong- 
point, they blow it apart and race 
by. 

“When in doubt—fire first,” Is 
their motto. 

Armored vehicles escort ammu- 
nition and food trains trailing be- 
hind the far-ranging columns and 
guard them from ambush, Despite 
advances of 20 to 35 miles in a 
day, no tank has run out of shells 
and no man has gone without 
food. 

“We are getting most of the 
men at least one hot meal a day,

“I don’t know any other army 
in the world that could equal our 
combat supply record in this ad- 
vance toward Berlin.”

Taking the candidates from the 
Outside positions, it apears likely 
that geographical barriers and 
distance will eliminate the French 
First Army and Lt. Gen. Alexan- 
der M, Patch’s United States 
Seventh Army fighting in the 
mountainous country north of the 
Swiss border. The new United 
States Fifteenth Army, which has 
not yet been identified in action, 
is a dark horse. The five other 
Allied armies in the west all are 
within 235 to 275 airline miles 
from Berlin. You can see this best 
by drawing concentric circles with 
Berlin as the center. 

Patton’s Third Army is favored 
in some military quarters because 
it is led by a General renowned 
for blitz armored marches and be- 
Cause he destroyed much of his 
potential opposition by trapping it 
on the wrong side of the Rhine 
and cutting it to pieces. Against 
him is hilly terrain. It is a long 
rocky road, 


Grouped near the post are the 
Canadian First Army, the British 
Second Army and Lt. Gen. Wil- 
liam H. Simpson’s United States 
Ninth Army, bunched under Field 
Marshal Sir Bernard L. Montgem- 
ery. These armies are north of 
the industrial Ruhr district and 
it is here that the Germans have 
concentrated some of their ablest 
paratroop and Panzer divisions. 
The land stretches flat and fair 
to Berlin—and the Nazis know it. 
They must make a great effort to 
hold here, but it can be assumed 
that the hero of El] Alamein won't 
let any grass grow under his Sher- 
man tanks, 

In the middle position south of 
the Ruhr is the veteran United 
States First Army—the first 
American army to land in France, 
the first into Paris, the first into 
Belgium, the first into Germany, 
the first through the Siegfried 
line and the first to cross the 
Rhine. 


It is a great army carrying on 
under Gen. Hodges the high battle 
Standards it established under 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, who as 
Twelfth Army Group commanfer 
has two armies in the Berlin 
derby—the First and Third—com- 
pared with Montgomery's three. 


On its left flank bordering the 
Ruhr the First Army has the 
same sort of bitter opposition as 
Montgomery’s men. The Germans 
launched 14 counterattacks in this 
area within 24 hours before the 
Berlin sweepstakes race formally 
got under way. Hodges also has 
an up-and-down road to Berlin 
through hilly country cut with 
numerous streams and gulleys, 


He has one grand advantage, 
however. Because of the initia- 
tive of his Ninth Armored Divi- 
sion in seizing the bridge at Re- 
magen he has had more than a 
week in which to build up sup- 
plies for a sustained attack. 

But it is still anybody’s race 
and the boys are betting like mad 
The First Army is so hopeful of 
joining up with the Russians first 
that one high staff officer is 
teaching Hodges to say “Health to 
you, comrade,” in Russian.

OF RHINE SMASH 
100 ENEMY TANKS 


Flyers Give Ground 
Forces Closest Support 
of War — Armor Con- 
centration Dispersed. 


LONDON, March 27 (AP). — 


More than 100 German tanks were 
destroyed or crippled by American 


as Allied armies across the Rhine 
received the closest air support 
on record. 

Although weather had curtailed 
air operations over western Ger- 
many early today, British Lancas- 
ters hurled 11-ton voleano bombs 
on submarine peng for the first 
time at Farge, northwest of Brem- 
en. 

An oil storage depot in the same 
area also was attacked and other 
Lancasters bombed the Koenigs- 
born and Sachsen benzol plants 
near Hamm. 

Several Nazi tanks and self- 
propelled guns were blasted out 
of hedgerows only 40 yards ahead 
of the British lines. The Tommies 
waved their helmets at the pilots. 

Royal Air Force reconnaissance 
planes discovered the Eleventh 
Panzer Division, which the Ger- 
mans were known to have been 
holding in reserve for a possible 
counterattack, hiding in a woods 
near Field Marshal Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery’s right flank. With 
the aid of the United States Ninth 
Air Force, the armored concent- 


tration was dispersed. At jeast 50 . 


of its tanks were known to have 
been demolished. 


The air forces maintained a; 


stranglehold on German railways 


feeding the battlefront, attacked | 


enemy convoys believed to have 


been carrying troops and equip‘ 


ment from Norway to Germany 
and destroyed what was believed 
to be an enemy headquarters at 
Kesteren, 15 miles northwest of 
Nijmegen, Holland. 


Berlin was attacked by R. A. F., 


Mosquitoes for the thirty-fifth 
consecutive night. 

During the day, 1065 freight 
cars were destroyed, 800 others 
damaged, 99 locomotives knocked 
out, 83 barges sunk or damaged, 
82 horse-drawn vehicles destroyed 
and 1128 motor vehicles shot up. 

Nineteen field guns, each drawn 
by eight horses, were bombed and 
strafed as they moved east in the 
Ruhr. 

Fiying from Italian bases in sup- 
port of the Russian offensive on 
the eastern front, planes of the 
United States Fifteenth Air Force 
destroyed or 
1500 units of rolling stock, shot 
down five enemy planes and 
blocked five through rail routes 
in raids on the German rear lines 
in Austria and Hungary. 

The attacks hammered the rail 
yards at Bratislava, Szombathely, 
Straszhof, Brueck and Wiener

from other countries.” 

Daniels was asked whether 
members of the cabinet other than 
Stettinius were supposed to go to 
San Francisco and why a message 
was sent to the cabinet. 

“It was not a matter specifically 
of singling out the cabinet,” Dan- 
iels said, “but we want to keep 
all officials there at a minimum 
at a time when we are going to 
have to have travel and hotel fa- 
cilities and so forth for people 
from all over the world.” 

A similar request, he said, has 
not been transmitted to members 
of Congress. 

Others Should Be on Jobs. 

“Is this request based solely on 
the matter of travel and hotels 
or also on the world situation?” 
a reporter inquired. 

“Well,” Daniels replied, “so far 
as the ambassadors and ministers 
in the other countries are con- 
cerned, it is felt at this time that 
they ought to be on their own 
jobs.” 

Daniels made known that the

They had come along to forage 
food for their hospital patients, 
having lost their entire supply in 
glider crackups during Saturday's 
landings.

Both men were dogtired. Sig- 
erfoos’ glider had lost a wing and 
had to cartwheel to earth from a 
50-foot altitude.

Despite fatigue and pain, the 
two officers insisted on taking us 
on a conducted tour over the 
airborne battlefield. After coffee 
at the beachhead hospital station, 
they loaded us into ambulances 
for a fast ride through Diersford- 
twerwald (forest), the scene of 
some of the stiffest fighting by 
both the Seventeenth and Sixth 
British airborne troops and still 
reputedly full of snipers and iso- 
lated pockets of diehard enemy 
troops. 

On the road leading to the wood, 
long columns of German prisoners 
were being marched down to the 
beaches by M. P.s. There were 
three batches of at least 500 each. 
They were tired and worn and 
their uniforms were dirty and tat- 
tered but they glared at us tough- 


ly.

German civilians stood in door- 
ways of houses which had some- 
how escaped total destruction, 
looking on somberly as their van- 
quished soldiers trudged down the 
dust-clogged roads into captivity. 

We drove swiftly through the 
woods. There was the chatter of 
small-arms fire all around us and 
the excellent macadam roads were 
lined by corpses, mostly Germans. 
There were a number which Maj. 
Porter said had not been there 
when he had come over the same 
roads'-a few hours earlier. 

The fields were full of livestock 
carcasses and bodies of men and 
skeletons of shot-up, shot down, 
cracked-up and burned-up gliders. 
One pattern was repeated over 
and over — a line of scorched 
glider skeletons, with bodies of 
four or five British or American

nearby where they had been killed 
as they emerged from the burning 
crates. 

This was the Seventeenth’s first 
combat air operation, but veteran 
glider pilots and members of the 
British Sixth Airborne agreed that 
this, in many respects, was the 
roughest show in their experience. 

In one instance the gliders were 
set down within point-blank range 
of 88mm. gun positions or within 
a few yards or feet of machine-gun 
emplacements. In many cases the 
gunners held their fire until the 
gliders landed and then picked off 
the crews at short range. 


White Flags Misused. 

The men of the Seventeenth are 
bitter over the fact that all civilian 
houses in the region sheltered 
nests of German troops who fired 
on our men despite the white flags 
which hung conspicuously over 
every door. 


At the forward medical clearing 
station lay hundreds of casualties, 
waiting to be sent back to the 
beachhead hospital. There were 
a good many British airborne 
troops among them. Those who 
were not too badly hurt to talk 
were emphatic in their praise of 
the veteran performance turned 
in by the Americans in their first 
airborne operation, 


On the other hand, some of the 
Americans who had been dropped 
by mistake in the British zone, 
were equally positive that the Brit- 
ish operation had been smoother 
than their own. 

“I swear I saw some of their 
people get out of their gliders and 
take off down the road in their 
jeeps before the gliders touched 
the ground,” Pvt. Howard Truitt, 
Royal Oak, Mich., said. 

The Seventeenth, for all its in- 
experience, ig full of the same 
toughness and bravado that dis- 
tinguishes our older airborne di- 
visions. 

Some of the less seriously 
wounded raised themselves on 
their elbows as a medical aid 
man walked carefully down the 


road from a nearby house carry- 
ing in his arms a‘young and strik- 
ingly beautiful German woman. 
Her right hand had been shot 
away earlier during a sharp fight 
which ensued when a nest of 
snipers hidden in her home had 
opened up on our troops.

INVADED BY U.S 
FORGES, JAPS SAY 


MacArthur Reports 
Heavy Air Attack on

MANILA, March 27 (AP).—In- 
vasion of Cebu Island, in the cen- 
tral Philippines, by American 
forces under cover of bombarding 
warships was reported by the 
Tokyo radio today. Gen Douglas 
MacArthur announced the heav- 
iest air raid yet on Cebu but gave 
no confirmation of the Japanese 
report.

The enemy radio said American 
trops “commenced landings” yes- 
terday morning at Talisay, a town 
about five miles south of the is- 
land’s principal port, Cebu city, 
midway along the east coast. 

A task force of six cruisers and 
destroyers shelled the area before- 
hand, the Tokyo radio reported.

In the recent primary he 
defeated Edgar S. Nicolai, now 
acting president of the board, for 
the Republican nomination, 29,917 
to 5828. with Alderman George N. 
Daugherty getting 5354 and a 
fourth candidate much less 
Schweitzer had the support of 
party organizations in nealy all 
wards. 

He was Prosecuting Attorney 
throvgh most of the prohibition 
era. Consistently adhering to a 
policy of refusing to issue mis- 
demeanor warrants in the numer- 
ous instances in which police 
made liquor raids in homes and 
other private places without 
search.warrants, he aroused the 
ire of the drys. 

In 1926, shortly after Schweitzer 
had been elected to his second 
term with a big majority, the lo- 
cal Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union federation declared in 
a resolution that “prohibition is 
not now, and never has been, in 
effect in St. Louis,” because 
Schweitzer “has never enforced 
said law or made any effort to do 
so.” The resolution made a re- 
quest, which was disregarded, 
that the Attorney General take 
over Schweitzer's office. 

Schweitzer said in a speech in 
1925 that his requests for con- 
ferences with police officials for 
co-operation in enforcing the 
liquor laws had repeatedly been 
disregarded; he pointed out that 
anonymous tips were not suf- 
ficient to justify raids. A grand 
jury, aided by a special prosecu- 
tor, investigated Schweitzer’s of- 
fice because of articles reflecting 
on it, published in a morning 
newspaper, and reported in 1924 
that Schweitzer and his assistants 
and employes were “faithful and 
competent” and that he conducted 
his work with “ability, integrity 
and zeal.” 

Platform Summarized. 


His platform, summarized, fol- 
lows: Full support of the war ef-

“Actually we have 
had no schedule, except to go as 
far and as fast as the means at 
hand would permit. It can be 
said that the war today is ahead 
of our expectations of last year. 
This should stimulate rather than 
sap our determination to carry on 
with every means we can 
muster.” 


New Production Problems. 

The speed of the Pacific ad- 
vance, he continued, “has created 
new production problems.” 

In Europe, Adm. King said, the 
Navy’s task became. secondary 
with the successful completion of 
the “battle of the beaches” in 
Normandy, while in the Pacific 
“the problem that we have had to 
solve is how to project a fleet 
throughout a vast ocean area 
initially dominated by the ene- 
my. 

“We are solving this problem by 
rapidly establishing repair and 
supply bases in enemy islands as 
we capture them, and by pushing 
our supplies forward in ships of 
the train to supply our task forces 
at sea,”

PAIN’S new anti-Falangist “National Alliance of Democratic 
Forces” fears Generalissimo Francisco Franco’s refusal to modify 
his government, and the present attitude of the British and 


American governments may force their followers into the arms of 


Russia and the Comnrfunists. 


The new alliance, composed of the CNT (National Confederation 
of Labor) and the UGT (General Labor Union) with the Socialist 
and unified Republican parties, scorn reports abroad that the re- 


publicans are divided.

Now, it says, Franco, who 
thought Germany would win, is 
trying to collect on this policy as 
proof of his desire to aid the 
Allies. 


Democracies Criticised. 


Republican Spaniards, the state- 
ment continues, “have seen no 
gesture and no act by the demo- 
cracies tending to alleviate their 
situation inside Spain.” 

The last section of the single- 
page communique is headed “Con- 
sequences” and says: 

“Spanish democratic opinion {!s 
losing faith in Britain and the 
United States. Their disappoint- 
ment and fear is turning them 
toward Soviet Russia, which in- 
creases the strength of the Com- 
munist party, until now lacking in 
popular support. If this trend 
continues neither Britain nor the 
United States will be able to do 
anything here and we will be 
abandoned to the Communists.” 

The statement says Spanish re- 


publicans recognize that the Brit- 
ish-American attitude toward 
Franco prior to the liberation of 
France was inspired by strategic 
and military necessity. Now the 
republicans feel this excuse is no 
longer valid. 

In contrast to the communiques 
issued by the Communist “Su- 
preme Committee of National 
Union,” with which the republican 
“Big Four” deny all connection, 
the various “Big Four” com- 
muniques do not demand direct 
action nor do they talk of the 
possibility of a “rising” against 
Franco. 

Republicans quarrel with 
Franco's followers over the inter- 
pretation of the British-American 
resolution not to “intervene inthe 
internal affairs of other coun- 
tries.” ' 

Franco's supporters say this 
forces the Allies to accept the 
friendship of his government with- 
out supporting the republicans 
who, they say, will only lead 
Spain to Communism. 

The republicans say that British 
and American trade and other re- 
lations with the Falangist dicta- 
torship is in itself intervention, 
but intervention in favor of the 
existing government against the 
overwhelming desire of the Span- 
ish people. They argue that re- 
publicans, now as in the civil war, 
may be forced toward Russia and 
Communism by their inability to 
get help from any other quarter, 
although they fear a Communist 
dictatorship almost as much as 
they dislike the Falange. They 
feel that the Communist effort to 
gain control of the republic dur- 
ing the civil war contributed 
greatly to their defeat. 

Main difference between the two 
organizations is that the Commu- 
nists are willing to collaborate 
with anybody and everybody to 
attain their ‘ends by violence or 
politics. 

Alliance leaders scorn such col- 
laboration, but also frown on di- 
rect and violent action. They 
want to avoid a new civil war at 
all costs, but they say théy fear 
Franco’s continuation of the Fa- 
lange rule at home and the Brit- 
ish-American “non - intervention 
policy” may force their militants 
to embrace the Communist cause 
and bring civil war to Spain again.

Time to Come of Age 


The President spoke words of practical states- 
manship yesterday, when he urged Congress to 
pass the Doughton bill to make possible real re- 
ductions in our tariff structure, so that postwar 
America and the world “may enjoy the greater 
prosperity that expanding trade brings.” 

The bill itself, with the full force of the ad- 


ministration behind it, should bring the country: 


squarely up to answering the question: Is 
America ready to come of age as a creditor na- 
tion? 

There are teeth in the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Robert Doughton of North Carolina, 
the chairman of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, and approved by the President. In 
the first place, he proposes that duties which 
haven't been changed since the Hawley-Smoot 
schedules of 1930 be cut 75 per cent, and 
those that have had some reduction be cut an 
additional 25 per cent. This would be the first 
all-out effort to tumble this atrocious tariff 
which dug a deeper trough for the depression. 

He proposes, in the second place, that the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act be extended 
for three years from June 12 next, when it is 
due to expire. Under this measure, Congress 
delegates to the President the implementation 
of reciprocity in trade concessions. As Mr. 
Roosevelt said in his message, this program is 
“a sustained effort to reduce the barriers which 
the nations of the world maintained against each 
other’s trade.” When the war is over, it will be 
a most important tool for building peace and 
prosperity. 

It isn’t easy for a nation, most of whose his- 
torical experience has been that of a net debtor 
in international trade, to readjust itself to the 
quite different duties and rewards of a creditor 
nation. 

First among these is to rent capital to coun- 
tries which can employ it to sustain and increase 
their production of goods and services. This 
means that we must lend on the long-run basis 
of benevolent selfishness, avoiding both the 
Santa Claus approach harmful alike to the re- 
ceiver and the giver, and the Shylock insistence 
on the letter of the bond. We must not repeat 
the mistake of the ’20s of pressing goods and 
gold on the world at the same time that we 
raise new tariff barriers to prevent them servic- 
ing their debts to us. 

If we are to be a creditor nation, we must 
be hospitable to imports as never before. 

Statistically speaking, America was a debtor 
country from the colonizations at Jamestown 
and Plymouth Rock until late 1917, when the 
balance was finally redressed by our loans to 
the Allies in World War I. 

Though in a net creditor position over the last 
28 years, we have continued to insist on export- 
ing as much goods as we could get other na- 
tions to take, and have imported as little as 
possible in return. It is yet to be seen whether 
this debtor-nation attitude will continue to dom- 
inate us now that the United States has become 
the greatest producing plant the world has ever 
known, : 

These matters may not come to sharp issue 
until the postwar catching-up economy has 
caught up, but the recent past, with two world 
wars and a great depression, make it highly im- 
portant that we think about them now, 

This is not the first time that a great na- 
tion, after shifting from a debtor to a creditor 
position, has taken decades to act the new way. 
While Britain became a creditor nation during 
the Napoleonic wars, for 30 years she clung to 
her tariffs on agricultural products, despite food 
riots and an 1832 threat of revolution. 

It was not until 1845 that her Prime Min- 
ister, Sir Robert Peel, went to the country to 
repeal the Corn Laws. She soon became the 
world’s great banker and trader, and it took 
two world wars to dethrone her. 

Messrs. Roosevelt and Doughton propose that 
we repeal our Corn Laws. If we do so, America 
will have come of age as a creditor nation. 
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New York’s Short Tax Form 


Missourians who recently found that they had 
to make a long and involved income tax return 
to the State, although the Federal Government 
required no detailed information, have reason 
to envy New York citizens. That State has done 
a favor for its taxpayers in the lower brackets 
by providing a short and simplified form. 

New York is again seriously discussing adopt- 
ing the Missouri non-partisan court plan. In 
that instance, this State can be proud of its 
leadership. In the troublesome matter of income 
tax returns, however, we're lagging behind. Why 
doesn’t the Missouri Legislature act while the 
tax-return job is still fresh in everybody's 
memory? 
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A Rebuke to the ICC 


The Supreme Court’s decision to hear the 
State of Georgia’s suit against the railroads is a 
slap at the Interstate Commerce Commission's 
prestige. The ICC has an unfinished case on 
the same situation—a regionalized system of 
freight rates that favors Eastern manufacturers 
and penalizes Southern and Western.. The im- 
plication is that the court entertain doubts that 
the ICC will decide soon or well. 

There is ample room to doubt. After several 
years of documented complaints, the ICC did 
not open its investigation until Congress threat- 
ened to require it to do so by law. Now the 
case is nearly five years old. All the evidence 
was in many months ago, but no decision has 
been made. Exhaustive studies by the ICC’s 
own experts support the Southern-Western argu- 
ment by showing that the costs of providing 
service are actually a little lower in the South 
than in the East, and very little higher in the 
West. Why the continued hesitation, except for 
fear of the terrific renewed controversy that 
will greet any decision? 


The acceptance of Georgia’s suit is a needle 


prick for a dilatory commission. By no means 
does it indicate that Georgia will win. There 
would be something anomalous in an anti-trust 
verdict against practices the ICC had willingly 
let continue for years. 
involve such towering technicalities that the 
courts are properly reluctant to intervene. The 
odds are greatly against any judicial relief de- 
parting radically from the ICC’s views. 

By that same token, of course, the commis- 
sion is under great obligation to administer fair-

ly and constructively. Too often, it has been 
unduly sensitive to the views of those whom it 
is supposed to regulate. It has too often granted 
half-loaves when basic reforms were called for. 
Will thé commission avoid those faults in its 
decision on regional discrimination? Or will it 
drive the South and West to go over the com- 
mission’s head to Congress? 
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Is a New Medical School Needed? 


The bill for expanding the University of Mis- 
souri’s present two-year medical course to a 
four-year course has a superficial appeal to 
State pride, and it is fortunate that the House 
University Committee is ‘holding extensive 
hearings on it before making a decision. 

The fact is, of course, that an immediate step 
of this kind would be most impractical. Con- 
sidering the great demand for medical services 
and the shortage of physicians, it would be im- 
possible to obtain enough capable teachers, 
either full-time or part-time. Then there are 
the wartime difficulties of obtaining equipment 
and buildings for a four-year medical school. 
There are also future obstacles ahead that should 
not be overlooked. 

Advocates of the plan contend that the State 
has too few doctors. This is true, and it is also 
true in other states that have more medical 
schools than Missouri’s two. In normal times, 
Missouri ranks high in the number of physi- 
cians. In 1938, it had 143 doctors per 100,000 
inhabitants, a higher ratio than any of the 
eight bordering states except Illinois, which 
had 152. 

In any event, Missouri's past and present 
trouble is not so much too few doctors as 
uneven distribution of doctors. Merely estab- 
lishing another medical school will not induce 
more physicians to practice in the rural dis- 
tricts, which need them, rather than in the 
cities, which are well supplied, sometimes overly 
supplied. 

The university’s Board of Curators has con- 
sidered this point in its extended report on the 
problem, and says: 

It has not been established that the 
present medical school facilities of the 
United States are inadequate for the train- 
ing of a sufficient number of doctors. When 
medical schools can again operate with full 
enrollments, there may well be a surplus 
supply of doctors in the urban areas in the 
postwar period. 

Washington and St. Louis universities have 
excellent medical schools. There are other 
schools in nearby states. It should be clear that, 
for many years at least, there will be no need 
for the State to expand the university’s medical 


course,

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John Lewis Needs a Sea Voyage 

Albert J. Fitzgerald, national vice president of 
the CIO and president of the United Electrical 
Workers of America, is a loyal union man, but 
his ideas on labor policy are in considerable con- 
trast with those of John L. Lewis. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald recently visited Europe as a delegate to 
the world labor conference, and came back with 
some pointed comment directed at the UMWA 
president. Speaking at a district meeting of his 
union here Sunday, he said: 


It is regrettable that John L. Lewis hasn't 
had the chance to see at first hand the con- 
ditions existing in Europe. If he had spent 
the time that we did mingling also with 
wounded service men returning to this coun- 
try, I’m quite sure that in order to live with 
his conscience he would also be advocating 
maintenance of the no-strike pledge. 


This inspires a suggestion. Travel is broad- 
ening, it is often said, and a sea voyage is fre- 
quently prescribed for improving the health and 
disposition of a patient. Lewis has been work- 
ing pretty hard of late, and a change would un- 
doubtedly do him a lot of good. 

So why doesn’t Lewis take some time off and 
go on a trip to Europe? He would see soldiers 
who are depending on the home front to con- 
tinue production so they can win the war and 
come home. He would see civilians who have 
undergone tremendous hardships beside which 
our own, including those of the coal miners, 
are nothing at all. Lewis ought to return from 
such a voyage with a fresh outlook on life and 
on the matter of strikes in wartime. 
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The Eisenhower jacket is the current fashion 
in the United States. In Nazi Germany, a 
fashion expected to be popular in the coming 
season is the Eisenhower straitjacket. 
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A Voluntary Transfer 

A word of commendation is clearly due to 
everyone concerned in the transfer of a few 
Anheuser-Busch employes to more critical work. 
The men, members of the AFL machinists’ union, 
voluntarily moved over into what may be un- 
accustomed duties and surroundings. On its 
part, the company pledged itself to restore them 
to their former jobs with full seniority rights. 
In the aggregate, much might be accomplished 
if all corporations would canvass such possibili- 
ties. 

It would be a serious mistake, however, to con- 
clude that voluntary methods can take the place 
of stronger ones. The way was lubricated for 
the Anheuser-Busch transfers because the men 
stay under the same employer.- Apparently their 
new duties will use skills approximately equal to 
those of their old. The going is many times 
harder when transfers mean working for differ- 
ent employers, and worse still when the new 
duties pay lower wages. 

How, except by law, can any man be forced 
to move in such circumstances? And if he 
moves, how, except by law, can he always be 
assured of re-employment with full rights in his 
old job?

Russian ia today in the war with Japan-— 
even though her army and navy are not 
fighting our enemy. 

This statement is made on the basis that 
Russia has an army estimated at anywhere 
from 500,000 to 700,000 on the Manchukuan- 
Korean frontier. Facing this Far Eastern 
Army is an estimated force of 600,000 com- 
prising the so-called Kwantung Army of 
Japan—an army made up of young, splen- 
didly trained and well-equipped soldiers 
who have not, except in rare instances, been 
used elsewhere. 


The Japanese cannot afford to withdraw 
this force because of the deep-seated an- 
tagonism between the two countries and 
the possibilities of Russia’s taking advan- 
tage of such a situation should it ever arise, 


Japanese Know Their Danger 


There has been no lack of incidents be- 
tween the two over the years; in fact, over 
2700 minor cases of friction have developed 
along the Amur during the years since 1931 
as well as two major battles at Changku- 
feng on the Korean-Siberian frontier and 
Nomonham on the Outer-Inner Mongolian 
frontier, 

In both of these battles, the Japanese 
were decisively defeated. They are, how- 
ever, realistic people and will not go to war 
unless they feel that the odds are in their 
favor or that they are forced to. 


The Japanese not only realize the threat 
of the Far Eastern Red Army but they also 
fear the Red Air Force and Navy stationed 
at Viadivostok and Nikolaevsk. They know 
that Russia has from 80 to 100 submarines 
in the Far East, and they are aware of 
the damage which they could cause in the 
Yellow and adjacent seas. They are aware 
of the underground airdromes at Vladivos- 
tok, and know that striking at their indus- 
trial empire would be striking at the heart 
of Japan itself, so—they wait. 

The Russians know how defenseless Viad- 
ivostok is. It has been heavily fortified, 
but lies too close to Japanese army, navy 
and air concentrations to hold out for long. 


Siberia’s Amazing Development 


The Japanese have built a powerful naval 
and air base at Rashin in the extreme north 
of Korea, its sole object being to envelop 
and destroy Viadivostok when the “day” 
arrives. The chief naval base of the So- 
viets in the Pacific will very likely be Niko- 
laevsk, at the mouth of the Amur, far to 
the north. 

Before the outbreak of the war in the 
Pacific, the Russians were building a con- 
necting link between Nikolaevsk and the 
Trans-Siberian Railroad by means of a dou- 
ble-tracked extension beginning to the east 
of Lake Baikal and describing a great arc 
northward to Sovietskaya on the Pacific. 

Why has the U, 8. 8. R. gone to such 
lengths to maintain an army, air force and 
a sizable navy in the Far East? The rea- 
sons boil down to two: first, to protect Si- 
beria from its traditional enemy, the Japa- 
nese; and, second, behind this protective 
curtain, to develop the huge and undevel- 
oped resources of the country. 

Few people seem to realize that it is in 
mid-Siberia that the third five-year plan 
has been functioning since 1938. In the 
region of Stalinsk, great strategic plants 
have been developed at Krasnoiarsk and 
Novo Sibersk to carry out the opening up 


of the country. Russian Asia is the great- 
est area under one power on that conti- 
nent, and the stepping stones used by the 
Soviets to open its Eastern lands are the in- 
dustrial developments it undertakes, 


In the region north of Manchuko, coal 
and iron have been discovered in great 
quantities and are now being exploited. If 
Japan ever cut into the Lake Baikal area, 
she could not isolate the Far East indus- 
trially because of the rise of Komsomolsk, 
Khabarovsk and Nikolaevsk, 


Showdown Must Occur 


The Chita region is rich in tin, molyb- 
denum, tungsten and wolframite. Komso- 
molsk has petroleum refineries and steel 
mills. Nikolaevsk hag shipyards as well as 
refineries and plants for the canning of 
food. In the Maritime Province there are 
many minerals of great importance. 


Then there is the Arctic which has, for 
the first time in history, really been opened, 
Prof, Otto Schmidt, the great Soviet Arctic 
explorer, has likened the development of 
the Arctic to the discovery of America, 


Our knowledge of great, rich, undevel- 
oped Siberia is not all that it should be, 
but the times call for an understanding of 
its importance. It will, because of its loca- 
tion, play a very important part in settling 
the war in Asia. 


On the basis of past history, a showdown 
must occur at some time between Japan 
and the U. 8. 8. R. I do not know what, 
if any, agreements concerning Japan have 
been entered into between Russia and the 
United Nations, but I am certain that 
the differences between Japan and the 
U. 8. 8S. R. are too great to be overcome 
except by clash of arms. 


These two countries are going to war, 
and it is not a question of “if” but “when.” 
Of that we may be absolutely certain. The 
time, however, will depend on circum- 
stances we cannot foresee, 


PLUG-UGLY REVOLT GROWS 
From Tide, Advertising Jotrnal. 


The St. Louis Post-Dispatch not long ago 
angrily attacked much of the advertising 
that accompanies news broadcasts, urged 
the networks to follow the lead of its own 
station, KSD, and ban middle-commercials 
and patent medicine plugs, The newspaper 
later let loose with another blast at the 
“pill-barrage which fails to mention few 
parts of the body from skin to viscera in a 
news broadcast.” 


Reactions were speedy: Federfl Commu- 
nications Commissioner Ray C. Wakefield 
applauded the campaign, as did John W. 
Vandercook, president of the Association 
of Radio News Analysts, Commentator Ray- 
mond Gram Swing chipped in by citing his 
revolt against middle plugs in 1940. Paul 
_W. White, director of news broadcasts for 
the Columbia Broadcasting System, pointed 
out that CBS had axed distasteful advertis- 
ing for 10 years, still did not agree that 
middle commercials were necessarily objec- 
tionable. CBS, he stated, had ousted plugs 
preceding important news. 

Meantime, the Post-Dispatch got support 
from the Indianapolis News, which took the 
same stand editorially, stated that its Sta- 
tion WIBC had also outlawed middle com- 
mercials in newscasts, 


A Favorable Report on Russia 
By Another American Traveler 


“The Soviet Spirit,”” by Harry F. Ward. 
tional Publishers, New York.) 

Many men have made trips to the Soviet 
Union, and any who visits that continent 
in fermentation can find evidence to docu- 
ment whatever enthusiasm or prejudice is 
most easily aroused in his breast. W. lL. 
White saw little but drabness, dullness and 
distress as he accompanied Erie Johnston 
last year, Dr, Ward, who made a brief 
visit there in 1924, and seven years later re- 
turned for a year’s stay, sensed the change 
in the spirit of the nation in travail, and 
his book is 4 good antidote for Mr. White's, 

Not without reason has Dr. Ward focused 
on the spirit, for he taught in theological 
schools for over 25 years, founded the Meth- 
odist Federation’ of Social Service and has 
preached the social gospel through many 
books. I finished reading the present vol- 
ume with the feeling that he found it 
almost as hard to see the Russians’ faults 
as White did to see their virtues. 


The gravamen of his presentation is that 
the planners of the Soviet state have devel- 
oped an efficient substitute for the profit 
motive as “free enterprise” countries know 
it. This he describes by the phrase, “What's 
ours ig mine.” In revolution-racked 1918, 
Lenin had proclaimed that the opportunity 
had come for a “mass display of enterprise, 
competition and bold initiative.” 

There were bloody tergiversations, such 
as the encouragement and then expropria- 
tion of the Nepmen, the division of estates 
among the peasants and then the war on 
the Kulaks. At length, however, the Stalin- 
ists found the means to cause the working 
masses to feel that they collectively owned 
the increase in Russia's capital plant, and 
that this was of individual personal bene- 
fit to each of them. 

The author has been at great pains to 
project this pre-war psychic change into 
the efforts of the Russian nation during 
the war, The data he has collected on this 
is perhaps the most important element of 
the book, for it throws some light on the 
almost miraculous nature of Russia's ca- 
pacity to achieve through sacrifice. 
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I suspect Dr. Ward is right in attributing 
most of the Russian miracle to the springs 
within the inner being of the tens of mil- 
lions who have fought, and produced, and 
starved and died that Russia might live. 
Fear could not have been the mighty engine 
for all of thig triumph over almost unbe- 
lievable adversity. 

During the hard years in which Stalin 
Was amassing the greatest quick pile of 
capital the world ever saw gathered—tak- 
ing it from the living of the people—none- 
theless there was a new sense of participa- 
tion among the rank and file in the order- 
ing of their own destiny, a sense that they 
possessed a stake in life which their pro- 
genitorg had never had. 

I came back from a visit to Russia in 
1936 with a feeling that it was the land 
of a people reborn, that it was young in 
the years of its national life, looked on 
knowledge as power, and on the future as 
important, not the past.

There has been much discussion 
among us about whether we should 
demand an unconditional sur- 
render, or offer Germany terms of 
surrender, The debate has turned 
out to be meaningless. For under 
either formula there had to be 
some German national authority, 
the successor to the Nazi power, 
to accept the formula. 

But what Hitler has succeeded 
in doing is to arrange it so that 
there is in existence no national 
authority of any kind to follow 
him, none which can surrender 
Germany as a national state, be 
it conditionally or unconditionally. 


No Anti-Nazi Underground. 


If, as many have wished to be- 
lieve, there were in Germany an 
organized underground resistance 
movement, comparable to that 
which existed in the occupied 
countries, it must by this time

The heroic and suicidal defense 
is being carried out by that rem- 
nant of the German Army which 
consists of Panzer divisions and 
paratroopers. But the civilian 
army has neither the fanaticism 
to die rather than to surrender, 
nor the patriotic courage to rise 
up and save, if not Germany, 
then at least a few German cities, 
from useless devastation. 


The situation is, of course, dif- 
ferent from what we found in 
Italy. But in one important re- 
spect Italy gave us a faint hint 
of what is to come in Germany. 
It is that after 10 or 15 years of 
totalitarian rule, those who might 
like to restore some gort of free 
government are, if not dead, then 
too enfeebled by persecution, or 
too old, or too young and inex- 
perienced, to take over power ef- 
fectively. 


have shown its hand. 

We know, of course, that there 
are individuals and even groups 
of German anti-Nazis who at great 
personal risk have committed sab- 
otage and espionage to help the 
Allies. But there is no evidence 
that they have been part of a na- 
tional] resistance movement which 
has been preparing underground 
vee take over power as the Nazis 
fall. 

If there were such a movement, 
it would, one must suppose, have 
come to the surface somewhere in 
one of the many German towns in 
the Rhineland which are armies 
have overrun. 

Powerful and terrifying as is 
the Gestapo, it cannot be so om- 
nipresent in the chaos of the re- 
treat across the Rhine that no- | 
where as yet has an underground 
committee been able to seize a 
city and be in control when we 
entered it. 

This is all the more striking 
when we remember how we have 
hitherto explained why there is no 
popular rebellion in Germany. The 
usual explanation, which in the 
earlier years was probably suffi- 
cient, has been that an unarmed 
population cannot rise up against 
an armed and ruthless govern- 
ment. 


Defense Not Fanatical. 


But since last summer a very 
large part of the male civilian 
population have been armed, and 
have been thrown into the fight- 
ing as a so-called people’s army. 
They were well-enough armed to 
cause us a good deal of trouble in 
the Siegfried line, and so it can 
hardly be argued that they were 
not well enough armed to over- 
power the Gestapo somewhere. 

It has also been argued that 
there is no German popular upris- 
ing because our terms are ‘so 
harsh, the fear of Russia so great, 
that Goebbels has ‘seen able by 
propaganda to inspire a fanatical 
resistance. We are ‘inding that

Military Rebellion Failed. 


In Germany the totalitarian pro- 
cess of corrupting the will power 
and reason of men was carried 
out with a systematic thorough- 
ness which was never possible, or 
attempted, in Italy., And that is 
why we are finding that the Ger- 
man civilian population does not 
rebel against the Nazis nor die 
rather than surrender to us. 

Stalin, who has been well-in- 
formed about Germany, appears 
to have understood from the be- 
ginning that the Nazi power 
would not be overthrown by a 
popular rebellion, that neither the 
old Social Democrats and trade 
unionists, nor the Communists, 
were capable of organizing and 
leading a rebellion. 

The only possible candidate for 
the leadership of a rebellion was 
the hereditary Prussian military 
caste. Last July it made a serious 
attempt to overthrow Hitler. But 
it was a failure, and almost cer- 
tainly the reason was that the 
Prussian officers have themselves

Usually on the Road. 


Only two smallish maps are on 
the walls of the room. One is a 
detailed relief map of an impor- 
tant sector of the Rhine. 

The Supreme Commander’s of- 
fice, like the entire headquarters 
building, has an almost surgical 
neatness. In it, Eisenhower re- 
ceives military leaders and civilian 
dignitaries from all over the world. 
His aides make every effort to 
keep appointments moving; with 
clock-like precision. When some 
bigwig is late, they fret impa- 
tiently. 

The General spends more time 
touring the fronts in his motor- 
ized caravan than he spends at 
headquarters. He has one trailer 
for personal use and one for an 
office. Accommodations are also 
provided for his aides. The cara-| 
van is so set up that the whole 
party can be on the road in half 
an hour. As a matter of protocol, 
Eisenhower never visits his com- 
manders without advance notice. 
He sends word asking if he can | 
come, and naturally the answer is | 
always yes. With most of the top| 
men in his command, he is on| 
terms of personal friendship. 


His Persbnal Team. 


The Supreme Commander also 
has his own plane and crew. This 
gives him even greater mobility 
in getting about the far-flung 
fronts. 

The team immediately around 
him has remained almost un- 
changed during his term as No. 1. 
The individuals closest to him are 
his personal aides. Serving in that |

A third aide is Capt. Harry 
Butcher, an old friend who was 
with Eisenhower during the en- 
tire French invasion. Butcher, a 
former vice president of Columbia 
Broadcasting Co., took a commis- 
sion in the Navy at the outset of 
the war and was promptly as- 
signed as an aide to Eisenhower. 

The Supreme Commander also 
dislikes personal publicity. He 
looks back to the tradition estab- 
lished in World War I by Gen. 
Pershing, who also tried to avoid 
personal exploitation. 

Another model to whom Gen. 
Eisenhower looks is his chief in 
Washington, Gen. George C, Mar- 
shall. When he speaks of Mar- 
shall, it is in terms of almost 
reverent admiration for a man 
whom he believes to be among the 
very greatest Americans. 


He Plans to Go Fishing. 


Eisenhower is keenly aware of 
the currents of opinion back home. 
He believes that volatile shifts 
from pessimism to optimism harm 
the war effort. As he sees it, 
there is nothing to do but work 
and fight until victory comes. 

He himself, of course, made a 
public prediction that the war 
would end in 1944, and-he has not 
been allowed to forget that pre- 
diction. But it was based on the 
assumption that the German lead- 
ers would follow a logical course 
and surrender before their entire 
country was in ruins. 

The long-term mood of the Ger- 
man people would have dictated 
capitulation in September or Oc- 
tober, when the borders of Ger- 
many were reached by the Allies. 
A recent tour of occupied Ger- 
many has set the Supreme Com- 
mander to wondering whether the 
nation will ever recover from the 
knockout blows now being dealt 
to it. 

When pressed, he has gaid his 
own post-war plans do not go be- 
yond six months of fishing on 
some quiet stream bank.

Daugherty, sent forward 
with others to relieve besieged 
comrades near the old Marine 
barracks on Orote peninsula, dug |. 
his foxhole about 11 o'clock at 
night. The Japanese had made 
three damaging charges, and all 


night small groups of them raced PRIBBLE 
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forward, screaming, “Banzai!” and 


swinging their sabers and bay- 
onets in the grass, Some Amer- 
icans were killed. 

Just before daylight, the enemy 
massed and rushed at the Ma- 
rines. Only six Marine machine 
guns were still in action. “In the 
next 20 minutes,” Daugherty said, 
“T never had time to get a good 
aim, They came too fast. I 
burned up the barrel on ‘Sweet 
William,’ my gun, after about 
2500 rounds. He told Sgt. Edward 
F. Ruder, Marine Corps combat 
correspondent also from St. Louis: 
“Don’t know how many I got. 
Anyway, don’t make me out a 
hero. Just a scared duck, that was 
me.”

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HOUSE VOTES BILL 
FORJOINT REVISION 
UF MISSUURT LAWS 


Measure Already Ap- 
Senate — 


proved by 
Changes Necessary Un- 
der New Constitution.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 27. 
—The House this afternoon passed 
the Senate concurrent resolution 
authorizing the joint planning com- 
mittee of the two houses to pre- 
pare for approval of the Legisla- 
ture the procedure to be followed 
in revising the statutes to meet 
the requirements of the new Con- 
stitution. 

The House action opens the way 
for expeditious and orderly han- 
dling of the legislation, for its 
apportionment between the two 
houses to save time and for co- 
operation with the committee on 
legislative research in the prepara- 
tion of the several hundred bills 
which will be needed. 

Although no definite caucus ac- 
tion was taken by the Republi- 
cans on approval! of the resolution, 
it was discussed in caucus yester- 
day and a tentative agreement for 
approval was reached. 

Minimum Wage Bill Killed. 

Proposed minimum wage legis- 
lation for Missouri was killed un- 
ceremoniously by the Senate 
Criminal Jurisprudence Committee 
last night without even hearing 
opponents of the measure and 
despite appearance for the bill of 
many statewide church, civic and 
labor groups. 

Although no opposition to the 
bill was presented to the commit- 
tee, business men in the cities, 
rura] employers and many farm- 
ers had indicated antagonism to 
the legislation in letters to Sena- 
tors. 

The committee hearing was held 
in the spacious Senate lounge, 
which was filled to capacity with 
persons seeking passage of the 
measure. The committee listened 
to arguments of the proponents 
for nearly two hours. 

200,000 Workers Affected. 

Mrs. Jean Carroll of Kirkwood, 
president of the State League of 
Women Voters and state chair- 
man of the Citizens’ Committee 
for a Minimum Wage Law, said 
passage of the bill was necessary 
for 200,000. workers not included 
in the federal wage-hour law. 

In pointing out that there were 
67,000 workers in Missouri receiv- 
ing less than 40 cents an hour, 
Mrs. Carroll explained that 75 per 
cent of this group were women. 

“In St. Louis,” Mrs. Carroll said, 
“I know of maids in hotels re- 
ceiving 14 cents an hour, and 86 
per cent of the women employed 
in power laundries receive less 
than 40 cents an hour.” 

The measure, sponsored by Sen- 
ators Joseph A. Falzone of Clay- 
ton and Edgar J. Keating of Kan- 
sas City, attempted to set a mini- 
mum wage of 40 cents an hour for 
all workers except agricultural and 
domestic employes and _ those 
working for an employer hiring 
fewer than four persons. 

Falzone, in presenting the Dill 
to the committee, said that in- 
adequate wages had _ created 
sweatshops in Missouri and also 
affected the health, safety, wel- 
fare and morals of the people. 

W. F. Lubbock of St. Louis, 
representing the American Legion 
and the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, appeared in support of the 
bill as did representatives of the 
CIO, AFL, Catholic and Protestant 
church organizations and various 
civic groups. 

Few Questions Asked. 

Few questions were asked per- 
sons appearing for the measure 
by members of the committee, 
who listened courteously through- 
out the hearing, although a majro- 
ity was opposed to such legislation. 
However, after the hearing closed, 
the committee went into executive 
session and within 15 minutes re- 
ported the vote had been that the 
measure “do not pass.” 

Without oposition, the Senate 
yesterday moved through the 
early perfection stage the Keating 
bill for payment of $5 a day to 
members of the Legislature for 
board and lodging when away 
from home on legislative business. 
The bili is applicable only to the 
present session of the > Legislature. 


NLRB RECOGNIZES FOREMEN’S 
GROUPS AS BARGAINING UNITS 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—The Natione! Labor Relations 
Board reversed itself on an issue 
of major importance yesterday by 
recognizing foremen’s groups as 
collective bargaining units under 
the Wagner Act. 

Ruling in the case of the Pack- 
ard Motor Car Co., Detroit, and 
the Foremen'’s Association of 
America, which describes itself as 
an independent organization, the 
board upset its previous decision 
in the Maryland Drydock case, 
handed down in May, 1943. As a 
consequence of the decision, about 
1108 supervisors at the Packard 
plants will vote within 60 days on 
whether or not they wish to be 
represented by the Foremen’'s As- 
sociation.

Tried to Surprise Foe. 
E didn’t know whether our 
W first planes over the main- 
land would surprise the Japs 
or not.

For two days on our approach 
we had been knocking off Jap 
reconnaissance planes and picket 
boats. We hoped we had got 
these scattered planes and boats 
before they had time to radio 
back home the news of our pres- 
ence. One of our ‘estroyers had 
even sat all day on top of a Jap 
submarine to keep him from com- 
ing to the top and sending a 
warning. 

But still we didn’t know for 
sure, so there was tenseness that 
first morning. We knew almost 
exactly what time our first planes 
would be over the Tokyo area. 

We went to the radio room to 
listen. The usual Japanese pro- 
grams were on the air. We 
watched the clock. Suddenly—at 
just the right time—the Jap sta- 
tions all went off the air. 

There was silence for a few 
minutes. And then the most 
Donald Duck-like screaming and 
jabbering you ever heard.

OPA PUTS NEW RESTRICTIONS 
ON C GASOLINE COUPONS 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—The OPA tightened today its 
regulations governing issuance of 
C gasoline coupons, In addition to 
reducing gasoline consumption, 
the changes are designed to in- 
crease uniformity among local 
boards. 

Some drivers now holding C ra- 
tions will be placed in a new semi- 
preferred group; others will be 
eligible only for B rations. 

The new regulations set up 
rigid requirements for persons who 
travel to essential plants to give 
technical or specialized service. 
C rations will be granted only if 
the work is necessary to the pri- 
mary function of such plants, and 
then only if the work, is done un- 
der contract or specific request 
and paid for separately by the 
plant. 

The new semi-preferred classi- 
fication with a ceiling of 825 
miles a month is established to 
cover some motorists now receiv- 
ing C rations, If his work is nec- 
essary to an essential plant but 
does not meet the requirements of 
prior request and separate pay- 
ment, a motorist may qualify’ for 
the new classification. 


MEAT FOR CITY INSTITUTIONS 
IN APRIL PLEDGED BY PACKERS 


An adequate supply of meat for 
residents of city institutions was 
assured for April, and probably for 
May, by St. Louis packers who 
met today in the office of Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann and pledged 
the amounts of beef, lamb, pork 
and fats they would furnish. 

William R. Orthwein, Supply 
Commissioner, had announced pre- 
viously that the city’s request for 
bids on meat for April had elicited 
only proposals to furnish pickled 
pigs’ knuckles and sausage meats. 
He said 90,000 pounds of meat, 
including 40,000 jounds of beef, 
were needed each month. 

Eight packers preparing Govern- 
ment-inspected meat and a group 
of 14 preparing meat locally-in- 
spected agreed to furnish the beef; 
one agreed to furnish pork loins, 
kidneys and jowls; two said they 
would supply ham, two bacon, 
seven sausage meats and two 
lamb. Arrangements were made 
for obtaining mutton, lard, oleo- 
margarine, bytter and vegetable 
shortening. 


412,000 MAN-DAYS LOST 


IN 310 STRIKES IN FEBRUARY 


WASHINGTON, March 27 (AP). 
—About 109,000 workers were idle 


412,000 man days as a result of 
310 work stoppages in February, 
the Labor Department reported 
yesterday. Idleness amounted to 
6-100 of one per cent of available 
working time. 

The preliminary estimate for 
February showed an increase over 
the previous month, when there 
were 240 stoppages affecting 44,000 
workers.

DORILLED ONU.S. 
CRUISER BY JAP 
TORPEDOAT LEYTE 


47 Others Hurt on Hono- 
lulu, Hit Oct. 20 in Air 
Attack — Ship Serious- 
ly Damaged. 


WASHINGTON. March 27 (AP), 
—A Japanese aerial torpedo seri- 
ously damaged the light cruiser 
Honolulu on the first day of the 
Leyte invasion last Oct. 20, killing 
65 crewmen and wounding 47. 

The Navy, reporting this today, 
said the 10,000-ton cruiser is back 
in this country for repairs and 
will fight again. It made the 
12,000-mile trip to the United 
States under its own power. 

First disclosure of damage to 
the Honolulu, known to its crew 
as the “Blue Goose,” came in 
Adm. Ernest J. King’s annual re- 
port. The Navy later released de- 
tails. 

Ship Hit Near Magazines. 

The Honolulu was part of a 
naval force that supported Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s first landing 
in the Philippines. It had hurled 
tons of shells at the Japanese on 
Oct. 19 and resumed the bombard- 
ment the following day until Mac- 
Arthur’s troops hit the beach. 

Then it took up a position off 
shore-to await further firing in- 
structions. In the afternoon, the 
Japanese torpedo plane struck. 
Lookouts saw the plane sneaking 
in and sounded the alarm. The 
skipper, Capt. H, R. Thurber of 
Hoquiam, Wash., maneuvered the 
ship, but the torpedo struck amid- 
ships near the magazines of a 
five-inch and a 40-mm, gun. Only 
a few shells exploded, but two 
fires broke out and several com- 
partments were flooded. 

Thurber ran the cruiser into 
shallow water and pumping opera- 
tions were started. Within a short 
time, the ship was ready to head 
home. 

The Honolulu, commissioned in 
1937, normally carries about 870 
men. 

Reporter's Story of Heroism. 

With Adm. King’s announce- 
ment of damage to the cruiser, 
the censors released a story by 
Leif Erickson, Associated Press 
correspondent, who had sailed to 
Leyte on the Honolulu. Erickson 
left the ship in an observation 
plane 20 minutes before it was 
hit and returned an hour later to 
find the vessel] listing sharply to 
port. His delayed story was dated 
Oct. 21. 

Erickson said the torpedo hit 
just forward of the bridge super- 
structure. A flaming blast shat- 
tered a compartment where a 
Marine antiaircraft crew was 
berthed. Quartermaster 1C Rob- 
ert D. Vodden of Fresno, Cal., the 
ship’s boxing champion, went 
down to the compartment and 
helped drag out eight men. Five 
were dead. 

Radioman 3-C Leon Garsian of 
Union City, N. J., was trapped for 
16 hours in a radio compartment 
below decks before a repair crew 
could cut through a bulkhead with 
acetylene torches to rescue him. 

A phone connection was estab- 
lished with Garsian, sealed in a 
small compartment with water- 
tight doors holding off a flood of 
water and oil in all compartments 
around and above him, 

From the flag bridge, Erickson 
talked with him over the phone. 
Garsian told Erickson he could 
fee] the water leak in through the 
door at first. The blast had blown 
out the lights and he was in black- 
ness. 

“T had a mattress down here,” 
Garsian said. “I ripped it open 
and stuffed padding around the 
door. I got the water stopped. 
Everything’s under control in here 
now.” 

Torches Start Fire in Room. 

Garsian knew the compartment 
near him had been flooded and 
that all hands on watch there had 
been lost. But he wisecracked, 
“I'm hungry now. I guess I'll get 
pretty hungry before they can get 
me out of here.” 

Later Garsian told a phone 
watcher he was going to sleep. 
A nightlong watch was kept on 
the phone line. 

By morning the flood in a com- 
partment next to Garsian’s had 
been pumped out so that an acety- 
lene crew could reach it. The 
acetylene flame started a fire in 
Garsian’s compartment, He phoned 
to the crew to stop until he got 
the fire out. This wasn’t diffi- 
cult because the water in the 
radio compartment then was three 
feet deep. Garsian finally was 
rescued in good condition. 

Erickson said that as Capt. 
Thurber maneuvered the cruiser 
toward shallow water, an anti- 
aircraft fragment from a nearby 
ship hit the Honolulu’s high rig- 
ging, bringing it crashing down 
on 40-mm, ammunition clips be- 
hind an AA gunmount. Three or 
four rounds of ammunition ex- 
ploded, killing two men and wound- 
ing six. 

The damage control job directed 
by Lt. David P. Klain of Los 
Angeles and his assistant, Lt. 
Louis S. Clapper of Unionville, 
Mo., was universally praised by 
all hands. 


$212,884 IN INTEREST EARNED 
BY CITY FUNDS IN 3 YEARS 


City funds have earned $212,884 
in the last three years through 
interest from investments, chiefly 
war bonds, it was announced yes- 
terday by Comptroller Louis Nolte, 

Nolte said the city now has 12 
million dollars invested in Series 
C tax certificates, and $500,000 in 
a 1 per cent time deposit in a 
St. Louis bank. The majority of 
the accrued funds has come from 
interest on the tax certificates, he 
added. Part was derived from the 
sale of three million dollars in 2 
per cent treasury bonds which 
were sold on an advantageous 
market last November, Nolte said.

and food value besides calories. 
One good way to get the honey 
habit is to begin using it on your 
breakfast fruit and in hot and 
cold beverages, Then the next step 
might be in using it in desserts 
and in baking. Because honey is 
composed principally of simple 
sugar, it has the ability of ab- 
sorbing more moisture than cane 
or beet sugar, which is a double 
sugar... For this reason you can 
expect cookies to lose crispness if 
they are not covered. Cake made 
with ‘honey, however, usually re- 
main moist considerably longer 
than does one made with ordinary 
sugar. Honey can also be used 
in place of corn syrup in making 
seven-minute icing. The cardamon 
which we recommend in today’s 
cookies is a traditional flavoring 
that goes with honey. Women in 
Bible times used this flavoring 
with honey. 
Honey Cookies. 


One and one-half cups sifted all- 
purpose flour, one and one-half 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon ground cinnamon, one- 
fourth teaspoon ground cardamon, 
one-third cup shortening, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one egg, one- 
half cup honey, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one-half cup chopped 
nuts, 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
twice with baking powder, salt, 
cinnamon and -cardamon. Cream 
shortening, add sugar and beat 
until fluffy. Add egg and honey 
and beat with rotary beater or 
electric mixer until fluffy. Fold in 
dry ingredients and stir until thor- 
oughly blended. Stir in lemon 
juice and nuts. Drop by teaspoon- 
fuls onto greased baking sheet. 
Press a pecan or walnut into top 
of each cookie and flatten. Bake 
at 375 degrees for eight to ten 
minutes. Remove to cake rack to 
cool. Yield: About five dozen.

Dakota Potatoes. 


Potatoes contain valuable pro- 
tein, they are an excellent source 
of vitamin C, they contain potash 
and are alkaline in reaction. For 
these reasons it is fortunate that 
American people have the urge to 
eat and enjoy potatoes daily. Pan- 
fry four slices bacon. Remove ba- 
con. Add four cups sliced raw po- 
tatoes and one sliced onion to the 
bacon drippings and saute for 10 
minutes, turning gently with a 
spatula to distribute the fat. Add 
twol cups canned tomatoes, two 
teaspoons salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper, one-half teaspoon prepared 
mustard, one teaspoon sugar: and 
one-fourth teaspoon celery salt 
and simmer until potatoes are ten- 
der and the tomato juice is slight- 
ly thickened (about 20 minutes). 
Break the crisp bacon into small 
pieces and sprinkle over top of 
potatoes when ready to serve. 
Serves four to six,

ACK in 1932 during his pe- 
riods of liberty between labors 
in Hollywood, Reginald Denny 
took up the hobby of making 
model airplanes and equipment, 
and eventully opened a small shop 
for other mode] enthusiasts called 
the Hobby Shop. From these be- 
ginnings and this interest in plane 
equipment on a small scale, Denny 
has become an important contrib- 
utor to the war effort, contractor 
on a large scale of an invention 
which he is compelled by military 
censorship to term vaguely “a 
piece of equipment.” He has also, 
as you may have noticed, practi- 
cally removed himself from the 
theatrical world, with the excep- 
tion of his current “vacation” ap- 
pearance in “Blithe Spirit,” at the 
American Theater this week, in 
order to play his 
greatest show on earth. 


“It’s all pretty much of a milil- 
tary secret, so I can’t tell you 
much about it,” he said when we 
probed into this latest phase of 
his activities, “although the name 
of our firm, the Radio Plane Co., 
may give you a clew. We've de- 
veloped a piece of training equip- 
ment, that has improved gunnery 
training immeasurably, and is, I'm 
happy to say, saving many lives. 


“T did the early pioneering and 
developing from 1932 to 1939, when 
I got my first Government experi- 
mental contract. I'd first gotten 
interested in it because of my 
hobby, mode] airplanes. Then I 
met a young fellow, a radio ham, 
who'd done a lot of short-wave 
experimenting. I got the idea 
for this ‘piece of equipment’ and 
worked with him on it. I came 
near abandoning the whole thing 
several times, we struck so many 
snags. There were millions of 
bugs to be ironed out, and by 
1989 I'd put $85,000 of my own 
money into it. But finally it was 
accepted and standardized by the 
Government, and since then we've 
been constantly improving on it.” 


The $85,000 has subsequently 
turned out to be a profitable in- 
vestment since estimates of the 
company’s contracts for this year 
alone run around 24 million dollars, 
a sum not sawdust by any stand- 
ards. Meanwhile the Hobby Shop, 
firat site of the invention, is still 
in existence, and Denny almost 
bubbles with enthusiasm over his 


part in the.

youthful clientele there. 

“We have 11 and 12 year olds 
who have a thorough knowledge 
of such things as aerodynamics 
and theory of flight,” he said. 
“Why, when I was a pilot in the 
last war I didn't have half the 
knowledge these kids have now.” 

An active combatant in World 
War I, Denny had also had a fair- 
ly lengthy acting career in back 
of him by that time, a fact which 
he reveals with no reticence what- 
soever. In fact, his whole attitude 
about his age is one of refreshing 
candor and he is fond of referring 
to himself as “the old gentleman.” 

He made his first stage appear- 
ance as a child actor, age 7—but 
this, he points out quickly, was in 


1891, and by 1912, when he toured 
America in “The Quaker Girl,” he 
was quite a leading man. An 
amusing note about this is that 
he recently recalled their mutual 
appearance to the leading lady of 
that show, who shall mercifully be 
nameless, and she chirped gaily, 
“Oh, heavens, yes, that must have 
been 15 years ago.” 

At the outbreak of war in 1914, 
Denny returned to England to en- 
list in the Army, first in the in- 
fantry, then in the R. F. C., which 
was later renamed the R. A, F. 
A gunner and observer during his 
early flying experience, he was 
still taking his pilot’s course when 


and in 1919 moved from the the- 
ater into pictures. 

“I really got into pictures be- 
cause of an actors’ strike,” he said. 
“Of course I'd made films before 
—in 1914—but in those days actors 
were rather ashamed of being in 
pictures so we didn’t mention it.” 

Another unusual thing about 
Denny is that he is one of the 
few people we know who pro- 
nounce theater “theatuh” and yet 
maintain that motion picture act- 
ing is a higher art form. 

“You deal with so many more 
elements in pictures, light, sound, 
etc.,” he pointed out, “Moreover 
it’s much harder to capture a’ giv- 
en mood because of the way you 
work. You go to work at 8 in 
the morning and if you've been 
playing the part of a murderer 
you must be exactly as mussed 
up, as bloody as you were the 
evening before. If your tie was 
awry, it must be awry at exactly 
the same angle, and you must be 
in exactly the same mood. I think 
that takes more acting ability than 
the theater.” 

Best known of Denny’s recent 
films was the “Bulldog Drum- 
mond” series. Because -his life 
has centered almost entirely 
around films with the exception 
of a brief and unfortunate play 
with Bobby Clark in New York 
several years ago, Denny's home 
is California. The Radio-Plane 
company is located in Van Nuys, 
and Denny and his wife live near- 
by in North Hollywood where they 
have a small house and he in- 
dulges in his other hobby, garden- 
ing. He has a family that ranges. 
from age 29 to seven, a daughter 
by his first marriage, and also a 
boy, 13, a girl, 11, and a girl, seven, 
by his second marriage. 

A combination family man and 
man of science, Denny is frankly 
dubious about a return to full time 
acting. 

“To tell the truth, theatrical life 
seems trivial in contrast to the 
exciting work I've been doing,” he 
said, “and such things as tempera- 
ment simply seem laughable. 


“Also on this tour I’m beginning 
to realize how domesticated I’ve 
become. In San Francisco when 
we were doing four shows a day 
I'd crawl to my hotel at dinner 
time, order a chicken sandwich, a 
cup of coffee, and a vitamin pill, 
and collapse in bed until time for 
the next show. These one night 
stands have been even tougher on 
the old gentleman. I’m afraid I'll

“1 WANT a plan something 
like this: Over the radio I heard 
the other day that in Franklin, 
O., the Police Department offered 
to help the wives and families of 
men overseas. That is, do those 
little things and give them the 
protection that a husband and 
father, or older son, would do for 
the home, These wives of men 
in service can register at the Po- 
lice Department, and are also 
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asked to place a light in the win- 
dow at night so the guardian of 
law and order can keep an eye on 
those homes needing help in emer- 
gencies. Many of them are unable 
to obtain a telephone. That is 
what I suggested to the Parent- 
Teacher Association, in a sense— 
to register at one’s schoo) PTA, or 
church, in an over-all plan of home 
co-operation. The police will be 
glad to help this mother with 
two invalid sons and six young 
children, no telephone, and her 
husband out at night with his 
taxi. 

“But the Police Department 
ean’t help her eliminate some of 
the drudgery of her work. The 
neighbors can, and I am sure 
there are things she can do for her 
neighbors, too, with the little free 
time she will then have.

Some enjoy cooking 
and baking, and still others don’t 
at all mind washing dishes, etc.
